‘Tho youth who says, ‘* Let 
mo be rich anyhow, and before all other 
considerations,” is vory likely to bring up 
in some State Prison; but he who consis- 
tently says,— Let mo first be just; honest, 
moral, diligent, useful; then rich,—is on| 
tho right road. Every boy ought to aspire | 
to be rioh, provided he oan be so without 
unfaithfalness to social obligation or to| 
moral priuciple. 
But how shall he sot about getting rioh ? 
We would conclusively say : 
1, Firmly resolve to never owe a debt, 
It is the fundamenta! mistake of most boys 
to supposo that they oan get rich faster on 
money earned by others than on that carn- 
ed respeotably by thomselyos. If overy 
youth of 18 to 23 yoars were to-day offered 
$10,000 for ten yoars at ten Rt cent inter- 
est, two thirds of them would eagerly ae- 
cept it; when the probable consequence is 
that three-fourths of them would die bank- 
rupts and paupers. Boys do not need mo- 
ney half so much as they need to know 
how to carn and sayoit. The boy who, at 
the close of the first year of independence, 
has oarned and saved $100, and invested or 
loaned it where it will pay him six or seven 
per cent. will almost sure become rich if he 
lives; while he who oloses his firat year of 
esponsibility in debt, will probably live 
nd die in debt. There is no greater mis- 
ako mado by our American youth than 
hat of choosing to pay intercst rather than 
Tnterest devours us while we

A great deal has been said pro and con o 
bout the propriety and expediency of fighting 
out the next election on strict party principles 
that is on the old Liberal and Tory tickets, 
without special reference to any particular ques 
tions that now divide public opinion, Say 
what we may upon the advisability of sinking 
Jold party differences and distinctions at this 
particular juncture, as they have been sunk 
the past two or three years, in order to accom 
plish the great work of Confederation, a reor- 
ganization of parties will most certainly be ef 
fected.
